RESOLUTION 

No 11011/5/2003-OL (Research).— 

Hie Committee of Parliament on Official Language was constituted in 1976 under section 
4(1 ) of the Official Languages Act, 1963. The Committee submitted seventh pail of its Report, 
relating to propagation of Hindi for official purposes, the position of Hindi in the field of Law, 
original use of Hindi in Government work, availability of publications relating to Administration and 
Finance in Hindi, position emerging after discussions with the representatives of States and Union 
Territories, the status of Hindi in the perspective of Globalization and the challenge of 
computerization to Hindi, to the President. In accordance with section 4(3) of the Official Languages 
Act, 1963, the Report was laid on the Table of the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha. Copies of the 
Report were sent to all Ministries/ Departments of the Government of India and to all States/ Union 
Territory Governments. After considering the views expressed by various Union Ministries/ 
Departments and the States/ Union Territories Governments, it has been decided to accept most of the 
recommendations of the Committee in iuto and some of them with modifications. Accordingly, the 
undersigned is directed to convey the Orders of the President made under section 4(4) of the Official 
Languages Act, 1963 on the recommendations made in the Repori of the Committee as follows:
